DEBATE. 


POLICE STONED BY MOB 


Also Threatened the Cabinet Members 


—Riots Result of Refusal' to 


Investigate Alleged 


Bribery.

Tokio, Japan, Feb. 10.:—A riotous 


mob attacked the Japanese house of 
parliament today. It was driven back 
by the police only after the entrance 
"S.tes had been broken down, and 
scores of people injured. 


The rioting followed a mass meet- 


ing at which resolutions were passed 
to impeach th.3 cabinet for its atti- 
tude in connection with the 
graft 
charges against Japanese naval offi- 
cers, several of whom are accused of 
receiving commissions for influencing 
the allotment of admiralty contracts 
in favor of a German firm. 
Numerous arrests were made and 


frequent clashes between the police 
and the mob followed in various parts 
of the city. There also was a free 
light on the floor of the diet. 
Fifteen persons were pushed into 
the canal during a fight near the 
offices ot a .government newspaper, 
but all of them were rescued. 
The diet rejected, 205 to 164, a reso- 


lution of want of confidence in the 
government. This resolution was in- 
troduced by the opposition as .a pro- 
tost against th.e attitude of the cabi- 
net in connection with the 
graft 
charges. 
While the session was in progress 


huge crowds packed the neighboring 
streets and several mass meetings 
were organized. The people, after re- 
solving 
to 
impeach 
the 
cabinet, 


marched toward the house of parlia- 
ment attacking several 
government 


officials on their way. 
When they reached the entrance to 
the Diet they came into collision with 
the police. 
In the 
course 
of 
the 
struggle the gate was broken down 
and many people were injured, while 
others were taken into custody. 
The debate in the house was 
a 
dramatic one. A fierce attack was 
made on the premier, Count Gombei 
Yamamoto, who replied with 
great 
'calmness demanding a suspension of 
judgment into the inquiry into the na- 
val scandal had been concluded. 
Saburo Shimada, leader of the op- 
position, charged the cabinet with 
having smothered the affair until it 
hart been forced to order an investi- 
gation. 
The speaker of the Diet ordered the 
expulsion of a.member of the opposi- 
tion who had interrupted the debate 
and a free fight on tb.e floor of the 
house ensued between the guards and 
the friends of the deputies. . 
The victory of the government on 
the resolution "of'want 6C confidence 
was greeted with cheers from the ma- 
jority of the house..and with jeer? 
from the crowd outside. The crowd 
cheered the .members" of the opposi- 
tion as they left. 
After vainly waiting for the exit of 
the ministers the mob marched to the 
offices of the newspaper Chu-O, a gov- 
ernment organ, where they stoned the 
police who, however, succeeded in re- 
pulsing them.

Memphis, Tenn., Feb. 10.—C. Hunt- 
er Raine, president of the Mercantile 
hank here, arrested here yesterday on 
the charge of embezzlement after the 
discovery of alleged defaultations of 
more than one million dollars, today 
prepared to become accustomed to the 
routine of jail life. 
Attaches of the jail said the pris- 
oner slept well last night and friends 
ot the accused man have sent supplies 
to his cell to enable him to live as 
comfortably as possible. Raine has 
refused all offers of his frJQnds to ar- 
&nd ready to take his punishment. He 
has also refused to retain legal coun- 
sel.While first nnouncements fixed the 
amount of Raine's shortage at about 
5500,000, figures given, out today show 
that this amount has been increased 
to nearly $1,100,000. It is stated by 
bank oflicials that the 
defaultation 
may reach close to $1,500,000. 
Defi- 
nite figures will not be known until 
the state bank examiners have com- 
pleted their work.

The bishop's residence in St. James' 
Square was picketed early in the day 
>y the women. Two of them acted 
as sentinels on the door steps. Two 
>ther women, Misa Dtmlap .. and Miss 
lichardson then tried to gain access 
a the bishop, but the house door was 
slammed in their faces. 
Little knots of spectators mean- 
while stood outside enjoying 
the 
scene and awaiting the result of the 
>ishop's 
prison. 


Along the route from Buckingham 
palace to the house of lords the 
authorities took the strictest precau- 
ions to prevent any attempts on the 
part of the suffragettes to break up 
he .-.procession or reach the king with 
a petition.

FOR NEW HIGHWAYS 


MAKES HIGH TAXES 


McGovern Urge* Efficiency, in Road 


Building in Speech to Highway 


CommiMioner*. 


[SPECIAL TO THB GAZXTTl.]. 


Madison, Wis., Feb. 10.—Give 100 
cents worth-of road forvevery dollar 
of taxes', said Governor McGovern at 
the annual road school Monday after- 
noon, and there can be no justlflable 
criticism of the expenditure. In de-. 
livering the address of welcome the 
governor touched on the question of 
ligh taxes. Admitting'-the increase 
in taxes, he said-there is'good reason 
for it. A year;ago (450,000 was put 
in the state tax levy for state aid for 
highways. This year the state gives 
$1,650,000, or nearly four times as 
much. Tor every dollar 
the state 
gives the county and town.each give 
an equal amount. This means over 
14,000,000 for roads in the coming 
year. 


Mutt Get Result*. 
"This is a heavy burden," added the 
governor, "but we are interested in it 
because it means a larger sacrifice on 
the part of the p'eople of the state 
than they have been accustomed-to 
make under the old system. We ought 
to get back in improved conditions 
every penny we have invested. One 
who has traveled much about the state 
m the past year cannot but notice the 
very great change for the better In 
our highways. I am convinced the. 
people generally are as much inter- 
ested In this as are you and I. 
"The money.is welt spent if for 
every dollar,the taxpayer contributes 
to this cause ' he gets 100 cents In 
profit. This is:the best possible ans- 
wer to criticisms of road expenditures. 
I have no doubt1 that when the discon- 
tent in the public mind over high 
taxes has passed away, the people will 
see the wisdom'.'of i the expenditures 
and of the improyeme'nts made. .TTie 
new roa'ds will1 be'a monument to our 
progressiverie'ss. The.'system of rais- 
ing money for it is uniform and fair." 
Hazelwood Talk*. 
Chairman J. A. Hazelwood of the 
highway commission said the purpose 
of the road school is to secure more 
efficiency in road construction, to the 
end that it might carry out its motto, 
"A dollar's worth of road for every 
dollar's worth of tax." 
Other states 
were following the Wisconsin law, he 
said. 
One commendable feature he 
cited was freedom from political con- 
siderations in selection of county com- 
missioners. 
He scored the type of 
foremen who lack organizing capacity 
and efficiency. 
Justice R. D. Marshall of the su- 
preme court gave\a carefully prepared 
paper on "Co-operation in Road Work." 
In his opinion, the county highway 
commissioner holds the key to the sit- 
uation. 
They must be men of tact 
and force, and primarily of organizing 
ability. He said the co-operation of 
local communities is vital in a plan 
of road construction like this. It is 
the people of the localities who have 
the power to make or unmake any 
system. The local elements must be 
recognized, and not crossed without 
reason. 'The- state aid law itself, he 
said, has -retained.in. the--main..local 
control.in road improvements, and of 
ways for financing such improvements. 
Judge Marshall invited comparison of 
the "crude, haphazzard system of the 
past with the harmonious, complete 
system of today." 
H. J. Kuelling of Milwaukee, presi- 
dent of the Wisconsin Highway Com- 
missioner's Association, responded to 
the governor's address of welcome. 
Hotchkiss Presides. 
Secretary W. O. Hotchkiss of the 
highway commission presided'and at 
the close of the afternoon session ad- 
dressed the convention on "The Neces- 
sity of a State System of Road Con- 
struction." 
In the evening" the pro- 
gram embodied 
technical 
subjects, 
which were handled by Chief Engineer 
A. R. Hirst; A. L. Luedke, engineer of 
surveys and plans; and Chief Inspect- 
or J. T. Donaghey. The discussion 
was 
led 
by 
Commissioners R. S. 
Crownhart of Pierce county and H. A. 
Wagner of Door county. 
Today's program was devoted to va- 
rious phases of practical construction, 
of interest principally to road builders. 
Tonight Division Engineer F. M. Bals- 
ley will give suggestions for conduct- 
ing a scho'ol for foremen in each, couu-

roposed Charter Changing City Gov- 


ernment Will Be Submitted to 


Voters Today.

Detroit, Mich., Feb. 10.—After one 


of the most spirited campaigns in the 
listory of local politics voters of De 
roit went to the polls today to ratify 
or reject the proposed new city char 
er written last fall by a board of 
charter commissioners. Early indica 
ions were that voting would be heavy 
The proposed charter is considered 
more or less of a compromise between 
;he demands of, those who wanted as 
'ew changes as possible in the olc 
document, but it leans to the radica 
rather than the conservative side. _ 
It provides for a separation of city 
from state and national elections; the 
election of city officials t'every 
four 
vears on a non-partisan ballot with a 
"preferential feature, permitting eiti 
ens to vote for second 
and 
third 
choices; a concentration of'power In 
the hands of the mayor, who, like oth 
er city officials, is made subject to 
the recall; the initiative and referen 
dum; municipal ownership of the ga 
plant and the extension of the publi 
lighting service to private consumer 
and control of telephone rates and ser 
vice by the common council. 
Cit; 
ownership of street car lines was au 
thorized at a special election las 
April but a new charter amendmen 
on that subject strengthens the ol 
provisions. 
., 
The proposed charter provides tha 
the common council, shall be cut from 
thirty-six to twenty-one members, on 
from each city ward. The board o 
estimates is abolished and contro 
over the budget given to the cpunci 
and mayor. A minimum wage ot 12.5 
a day on all city work, or by contrac 
tors is provided. A department o 
labor welfare is created, to have gen 
eral charge of all labor interests an 
to arbitrate disputes between employ 
er and employe.

Panic reigned for a time among the 
patients who were abie to leave their 
beds unassisted while the screams of 
fright of the weaker ones made the 
scene a horrifying one. Appeals for 
help were answered by other
